SMOG CAUSES INCREASE IN COLDS 

Everyone who lives in the Los Angeles 
smog area is well aware that colds are 
more frequent than ever before. This is 
causd by several factors. First, the intake 
of oxygen is below the body's require¬ 
ments due to pollution of the air. Anoxe¬ 
mia, as inadequate oxygen intake is term¬ 
ed, undermines all one's defense resources 
and lowers the expendable energy supply 
regardless of adequate diet of vitamins, 
minerals, proteins and other requirements. 
SMOG CONTAINS MANY IRRITANTS 

The second injurious thing about smog 
breathing is the actual noxious and poison¬ 
ous nature of the pollution materials. The 
city of Los Angeles lists 3500 different 
poisonous gases and chemicals in recent 
ordinances covering pollution. The irrita¬ 
tion of these materials in the air to the 
mucous membranes of the eyes, nose, 
pharnyx, throat, bronchii and lungs is an 
ever-present hazard to health. It predis¬ 
poses everyone to colds. 

YOU CAN MINIMIZE SMOG DAMAGE 
FOR YOURSELF 

Since most people are economically 
unable to get away from smog breath¬ 
ing, reasonable and consistent measures 
must be employed to overcome this great 
hazard to health. There seems to be little 
hope of getting rid of the smog but it 
can be greatly offset if one substantially 
increases their intake of oxygen and main¬ 
tains resiliance and flexability of the en¬ 
tire respiratory mechanism including the 
spinal segments, ribs, diaphragm and skel¬ 
etal muscles. 

Be sure to read this column next week 
to learn how to overcome the ill ef¬ 
fects of smog breathing.
